that members of the national commit- 
tee were being sounded 
a» to 
their 


view of the feasibility of "forcing" the 
nomination on the former president. 


On the eve. of the assembling of the 


Republican national committee in quad- 
rennial 
session here tomorrow, 
little 


was talked of here today b".t the pros- 
pective attitude of Colonel Roosevelt. 


It became known that several promi- 


nent Republicans on tltfir way to Wash- 
ington to attend the conference hero this 
week had stopped over in New York^and 
had long talks with Colonel Roosevelt 
and that still others had made engage- 
ments to sec him either at New York 
or Oyster Bay, following the meeting of 
tho national coir.mittee. 


Supporters Claim No Refusal 


Tho supporters of Col. Roosevelt, now 


here, ore basing all of their arguments 
in his behalf on the claim that while 
the former president has announced that 
he is not n candidate he has 'not stated 
that he would not accept the nomination 
if it were tendered to .him.. They claim 
that as a "good American citizen,"" .Col. 
Roosevelt could not do otherwise than 
accept, once the convention had acted," 


No attempt, it was said today, would 


be mode to bring the Roosevelt senti- 
ment to a focus at thie time. The hope 
of his supporters is to achieve victory 
in the convention Itself. For this rea- 
don they have practically 'dropped 
the 


fight to have the national committee 
declare in favor of presidential primar- 
ies at tiiis time, but they arc pressing 
the argument that delegate* nhould go 
to the convention uninstruetpd. Friends

sixteen bodies recovered and identified 
rescue parties today renewed their ef- 
forts to force the Big Cross mountain 
mine here to give up its dead. Having 
forced their "way three miles into the 
mountain and bratticed most of the cross 
entries, members of the rescue crew ex- 
pect to 
stumble 
onto 
corpse-strewn 


chambers at any hour. 


That there are 100 or more dead men 


remaining in the mine, there is no doubt. 
All hope of rescuing' any of the scores 
who went to their toil Saturday mom- 
ing, has been, abandoned. • • 


Charles Kesterson, whose body 
was 


among the-first discovered'was found by 
the rescuing crew at tbe telephone back 
m the mine. 
Evidently Kesterson had 


•been trving to telephone news of the 
blast -t'o tho office of. the mine when 
he was struck by 
falling sdebris. Hi 


skull was badly crushed and his body 
was cut. 


Mayor Thomas AVatts, executive' of 


Coal Creek which is only five- miles from 
the village pfg .Dryceville, today issued 
an appeal to mayors of .all cities for fi- 
nancial aid for the mine sufferers. 


His appeal rends: 
"There are 
about 
125 families 
in 


Brycevillo suffering 
from

Cross 


Mountain coal disaster. Help in funds 
is greatly needed and wo Appeal to all 
American citizens to help us. Funds may 
be sent in through Thomas Watts, mayor 
of Coal Creek.—Thomas Watts, mayor."

How Collision Occurred 


It was a little before 0:20 o'clock in 


the parly evening when the freight train,

| pulled out of the upper railway yards at 
Corliss, steamed down the tracks of the 
north "Y", in an attempt to reach the 
main oast right of way and Clear 
for 


Milwaukee. 
Thu night was one of the 


moat disagreeable in years, on account of 
the fog and drizzling rain, objects 
one 


hundred feet distant hardly being visible. 
The engine had just reached the switch 
at tho end of the north Y, when the 
headlight of the south bound passenger 
train !No. 12, was seen glaring faintly in 
the fog, by Engineer Forebush and Fire- 
man Sieve™. 


Realized the Danger 


Engineer Forebush. must"havo realized 
I 


that a collision was inevitable, for he 
opened the throttle wide and started full 
biast, but the wheels slipped on the wet 
rails. 
Fireman 
Sievers yelled: 
"For 


God's sake jump Charley!" and at the 
same time he leaped- from the cab on 
the engine to the east, rolled down the 
embankment and escaped with a 
bad 


shaking up and slight bruises. Then the 
crush came. The passenger train running 
fifteen to twenty miles an hour, struck 
tha freight engine almost head on. The 
heavy freight engine went over on its 
side to the oast, settling on the edge of 
tlin embankment twenty feet high and 
the lighter passenger engine was hurled 
over and partly flown the west embank- 
ment. 


Buried Under Engine 


Forebush, who did not have time-to 


jump, was buried under his engine and 
liiB Hife crushed out. 


The passenger train was composed of a 


bnpguge car, smoker.and .three coaches, 
including the parlor car, in charge of 
Conductor J. Sweeney; Engineer Petur 
Haddock and Fireman E. L. Dodge, all of 
Milwaukee, and was quite heavily loaded 
with passengers. When 
the 
engineer 


realized there was to be a collision he act 
lite brakes and shut off power on his en- 
gine. In the crash the end of the bn>;- 
giige car was smashed and it was derail- 
ed, glass iu the windows broken, and the 
gliifs in the smoker and one coach was 
ulso shattered, but cars not derailed. 


Wreck Catches Fire 


To nild to the horror, the wreck'canght 


fire and the scores of Corliss people who 
ran to the scene, were afraid to go close, 
fearing the boilers of the 
locomotives 


would explode, for steam was rushing 
and roaring from the broken valves and 
pipes. It was not possible* to tell how 
bad the wreck was to the north, until :L 
number of people ran through the fields 
ixnd got to the passenger coaches. 


Inspection of the wrecked locomotive 


revealed part of the body of the dead 
engineer, crushed to almost a pulp, with 
tons of wreckage on top of him. 


How Others Escaped 


Peter Haddock, engineer of the pas- 


nenger, leaped head foremost through the 
cab window and went- down an embank- 
ment. Jiotli of his'legs were injured and 
he was'cut on the -hea'd a'rid 'otherwisa 
hurt. 


Fireman -Dodge was on top of the ten- 


der, getting ready to take water in the 
tank when Corliss was reached. He was 
thrown into the air and struck on top 
of the bnggiigc car, escaping steam scald- 
ing him on face and head and his hair 
caught fire and was burned off to the 
scalp. Rolling off the" car he fell down 
the hill side, where he was found, tukcn 
to the Plielps home and. his 
injuries 


dressed. It was feared that h« had been 
killed, for a time and was under the 
wreck. 


Passengers, were thrown from 
their' 


seats when the trains came together. 
State Senator Isaac Bishop, was a pas- 
senger, expecting to meet his son at Cor^- 
lins. He was standing in the vestibule 
of the coach and way thrown forward and

Who Was At Fault? 


Among- railway men there is considera- 


ble speculation as to who was at fault 
for the accident. It is conceded that tho 
fog was mainly at fault.

of the -passenger, while1 others say that 


j the passenger, while always entitled to 
the right of way, ought to have run un- 
der low pressure, at least when approach- 
ing a station. Railway officials are ex- 
pected to go to the bottom in their in- 
vestigation. 


Born in the East 


Charles Forebu.th, the dead engineer, 


was born in Carlylo, Mass.. about forty- 
four years ago. 
When quite a young 


man he came east and for the past twen- 
ty odd years was employed by the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul railway. 
For some years he resided at Chicago, af- 
terward Milwaukee and then Beloit, Wis,, 
coming to Racine about eight months 
ago. He was an exceptionally 
bright 


man, always affable and pleasant, a gen- 
tleman in every sense of the word, sober 
and industrious and a careful and faith- 
ful employe. Not only.was he popular 
and heM in the highest regard by the of- 
ficials of tho big railway system, but 
also by every employe of the road who 
knew him. He was a member of 
the 


Knights of Pythias of high standing; 
also of the. Royal League and other or- 
| ganizations. Besides a widow, bis fath- 
er survives him. The father resides at 
Carlyls, MASS., and the body will be for- 
warded, to that ptace this afternoon or 
tomorrow, for interment. 


Information received today is in ef- 


fect that Senator Bishop is not soibadly 
hurt as reported and is sure to complete- 
ly recover.

i 
Th« annual mesesgo of President Taft 


i at the opening of the first regular session 
jof the Bixty-aecond congress, presents 


1 unusual features in being divided into 
! five separate messages. The first mes- 
; sage i» entirely devoted to the anti-tmat 
| subject and tho bearings of tho Sherman 
! law upon trusts and combinations. Tho 


j message is not lengthy and thoroughly 
i dJeseots the law with the bearings of the 


• various parts of this law. 
; 
He advocates the retention 
of 
the 


Sh*rman law but considers that it may 


• be the subject of amendments to advan- 
tage. He would, in order that trusts be 
controlled, favor the federal license, thin 
to be voluntary on part of corporations 
arid accompanied with a defined 
area 


around which combinations 
could 
do 


business under the law. In 
short ho 


would define, make clear, and issue gov- 
ernment licensee under which corpora- 
tions might do business without inter- 
ference provided they properly observed 


' the terms prescribed. 


The prosecutions of trusts violating 


the law he deems the duty of the execu- 
tive, and has no explanation to make 
as to his course. Explaining the supreme 
court decisions in the Standard Oil and 
Tobacco trusts, ho insists the reasonable 
restraint theory of the court in no wise 
whatever authorizes continuance of the 
trust, and in fact, was the only reasona- 
ble construction that could be placed 
upon the law. Ho dissects the decisions 
and says the objectors to the reorganii- 


' cd 
plans 
are 
mistaken, 
as 
such 


does 
not 
leave 
them 
free 
to 


do 
as 
before 
but 
under 
dif- 


ferent forms. He thus upholds the rule 
of reason as interpreted by the highest 
court. U is strongly denied the trusts 
have gained any advantage under reor- 
gs.niw.tion and in fact are controlled by 
the law as never before. The detailed 
plan of disintegrating is gone into and 
the president insists the court decree in 
both instances is effective as to restraint, 
that the companies now separated are 
enjoined from cooperation or combination 
with others, and no official may act as 
an official of any other corporation. The 
Tobacco trust presenting different 
f".i- 


turcs, is remanded bock into five sf\<a:- 
ate concerns and each must aot indepeml- 


• ently of each other, and therefore, must, 
says the president, be in active competi- 
tion with each other, that it could not 
1.0 otherwise. A punishment more severe 
than fines, will assist in enforcement of 
«. regulative law. Tho president sees ad- 
vantages in a- law that shall define and 
denounce method* of competition that 
arc unfair. 
This means 
the 
various 


practices, unlawful and unfair, indulged 
in through competition roust be sup- 
pressed and honest competition restored. 
The combination or corporation, how- 
ever large, when its Inminess is conduct- 
ed fairly is not necessarily a trust or ant- 
ing in restraint of trade, when this trade 
is gained by ability, and methods thut 
In no wise unfairly interfere with the 
business of others. It is proposed in tho 
message the formation of a federal cor- 
poration commission. 
This commission 


would aid the courts in their construc- 
tive labors and dealings with trusts com- 
ing under reorganization. 
The federal 


license would not forbid any corporation 
havlr-g violated the nnti-trust laws from 
being duly prosecuted. Closing he says 
that supplementary legislation is need- 
ed. 


In forcible words telling of the im- 


portance of the anti-trust law and re- 
minding, not repeal, but only supplemen- 
tary legislation is needed, he says: 


"Now 
we hear the call for its repeal 


on the plea that it interferes with busi- 
ness prosperity, and we are advised in 
most general terms how by some other 
statute and in some other way the evil 
we are just stamping out can be cured 
if we only abandon this work of twcrty 
years and try another experiment for an- 
other term of years.

healthful competition, but toward new 
ways and means for making pennanont 
in a few hands the absolute control of 
the conditions and prices prevailing in

The other evening when' a. number of

. PRESIDENTIAL VIEWS 


The carefully, prepared presidential in- 


terview published: in the Outlook, the 
same outlook from which Col. Roosevelt 
promulgates his views, will attract great 
attention. This was prepared by Fran- 
cis E. Lupp, former commissioner of In- 
dian affairs, who officially 
asked 
the 


questions to which the president answers. 
It is therefore an official message for all 
practical purposes and is preliminary to 
the regular message and supplementary 
thereto. 


President Taft says he would change 


his Winonft speech in phraseology,, but 
not in effect and defends the existing 
tariff as a great revenue producer. He 
would change his superlative endorse- 
ment of the tariff by reducing the pro- 
portion of laudation, 'but in effect de- 
clares it is a treasury gusher, despite 
all its faults. He has no score against 
Democrats and insurgents for disparag- 
ing or scoring the present 
tariff 
but- 


thinks these should have something bet- 
ter than guess work to go upon; further 
declares their agitation has been a shock 
to business conditions. Democrats, ho 
says, should await. correct information 
before proceeding to enact tariff meas- 
ures. He says "My chief criticism on 
their tariff activities last session was 
that they were willing to-send to me 
legislation so crude and ill digested that 
-they must have known, if 
they 
had 


paused to think, that 1 could not possib- 
ly have approved". 


He finds no fault with Democrats for 


combining with Senator La. Follette on 
tht woolen schedule, rather than sup- 
port their own figures, for if in this thoy 
could get the reduction they wanted, 
they wore quite justified. The president 
thinks the effect of reducing duties on 
living coats is greatly 
overestimated, 


nnd that bis chief objection to a high 
tariff is that it 
needlessly 
nourishes 


monopoly. The existing tariff as a whole 
is defended and says our present pros- 
perity as to the treasury largely comes 
from that. Changes are, however, neces- 
sary, especially as to woolen and cotton 
schedules, and for this purpose he urges 
the reports of the tariff board be made 
tile basis. The maximum and minimum 
features of the tariff are good points and 
the tariff has further given UB free trade 
with, the Philippines. He -would relieve 
Alaskan conditions by legislation. 


He favors the income tax, but not as 


to individuals except it be in time of 
a national stress or war. The president 
courageously admits his recent tour was 
for 1912 campaign purposes and that he 
is ii candidate for reelection. 


Grateful for honors paid him by the 


people, he does not deny the satisfac- 
tion it, would give him if, when these 
had made the comparisons, they wo'-ild 
decide his first term has not been fruit- 
less and warrant their enlieting him for 
another. 


In brief, the president stands by the 


present tariff, but thinks oror protection 
.tends to monopolies; these he would re- 
duce through investigations made, or to 
be made, by a tariff board or commis- 
sion. He ic a candidate for reolection 
and relies upon the record as he has 
made it. He would have Alaska condi- 
tion's relieved by legislation without in- 
fringing upon the conservation policies. 
He favors the income ta« but does not 
favor the general income tax except in 
times of war, and thinks well of the 
corporation tax he succeeded in getting 
through congress. 


There will bo numerous citizens who 


will have wished the 
president 
could 


have been more pronounced as to tariff 
roduotions and been more pronounced 
as withdrawing the sting of the Winona 
speech. But it is essentially that of a 
president who has nothing to conceal, is 
not afraid to use the 
rightful 
name 


where it fits in, and possesses the cour- 
age to publicly thus early announce him- 
self as a candidate to succeed himself. 


But it introduces a new element in 


our politics, thus National issues view- 
ed by present presidents and past presi- 
dents is a periodiiial form, this mater- 
ially relieving the party press. 


However people may agree 
or 
not 


'agree, or partly agree with these presi- 
dential views, it will bo by all regarded 
as a very frank statement, a tsanly and 
courageous uphold!.^ 6? opinions, and 
from one with Kile narra to tell just 
what he thinks. Ttrt £» *is 
entirely 


honest in his actions and indifferent as 
to effect upon pviblic opinion is assured 
and certain he is no mere policy presi- 
| dent. So, however people may view, at 
1 least, thoy will commond the president 


for his independence of thought and of 
action. 


THE CHINESE AWAKENING 


They are having some horrible times 


over in China with casualty lists far ex- 
ceeding anything tho world has previous- 
ly known. The wars of the Central and 
South American governments look liko 
petty skirmishes along side and we have 
to look back to our civil war period to 
obtain any comparisons. But the bloody 
feature of all in this so-called Chinese 
awakening is the. slaughter alike 
of 


women and children, and where the in- 
ate savagery of the Chinese and Mon- 
golian nature with their supreme disre- 
gard of life and all, laws of humanity, 
make their appearance. 
The results of 


the slaughters with varying fortunes be- 
tween the government and rebels, do not 
afford evidence upon which 
may 
be 


based successful predictions as to which 
side will be uppermost in the end. Should 
this end be the partitioning of . China 
no harm will be done to civilized human- 
ity. 
Here is a case wherein our gov- 


ernment, so prone to settle the affairs 
of Providence as concerns Nations, may 
well step' aside and content itself by 
displays of force and actual force, 
in 


protecting American citizens. Ourselves 
have not the slightest concern in 
any 


distribution .of Chinese assets, as we 
have »H most people think now is desir- 
able in the Philippines and other quar- 
ters to look after. But we can wish 
success to the new Chinese spirit looking 
for freedom, and hope the success mr.y 
be attained 
without 
these 
awful 


slaughters. 


If we undertake, towards the end, to 


interfere, as is now intimated, we may 
prevent partitioning if it comes to this, 
and there are grave reasons to question 
if we can get our hands from out of 
the Chinese scorching flames of revolt 
and destruction and brutal 
savagery, 


without getting severely scorched. How- 
ever desirable to play Providence and 
to regulate and to joyously 
instruct 


great powers what they shall not do and 
what they ought to do, there are limita- 
tions. We came out v«ry well consider- 
ing, in our interference during th'e Boxer 
troubles; but here are different condi- 
tions, those of a body of people no one 
knows of what volume engaged in revo- 
lutionary work. With civilized rules of 
warfare disregarded on both sides, and 
government and rebels at fierce war, 
.manifestly our duty is plain. The path 
of prudence is, in truth, our only corrse, 
this, to refrain as far aa possible from the 
maddening crowd as it were. By all odds 
we must protect our citizens wherever 
they may be, and as to the ultimate out- 
come let us go very slow and as well 
wait for an invitation to say something. 


WOMEN CARRY LOS ANGELES ELECTION 
Socialism suffered a crushing defeat 


in LOR Angeles on. Tuesday. Job Harri- 
man, Socialist candidate, together with 
the other city party nominees, was bur- 
ied under the avalanche of nearly 20,000 
majority.

reports seventy thousand women

ballots in this municipal election. Re- 
ports state further that 95 per cent of 
those suffragettes voted for

commission 


which will look after these incorpora- 
tions and keep tab upon the acts of all 
those doing an interstate business. 


With some variation, this Lowe plan 


does not vary from others that have 
been submitted, the plan of President 
Taft as to R federal license, being essen- 
tially the same thing. While Mr. Lowe 
con hardly claim originality, his propo- 
sition illustrates the advancing senti- 
ment looking toward a 
more 
defined 


plan of regulating 
corporations with 


provisions for this National license. The 


[ voluntary license is objected 
to 
by 


| some, these insisting all corporations do- 
ing an interstate'business be required to 
take out such. The Democratic plan i» 
to give this federal license, and to re- 
quire such, when any 
oorporatioa or 


firm had ncquried a certain percentage of 
the control of the production. It may 
quite be assured any license plab will 
have with it provisions for all compli- 
ance with the laws and proper penalties 


, for violations. 


THE FOREIGN CRIMINAL 


"Murder will out." 
Daniel Lakardurz, convicted of 
the 


murder of a fcllowman, when he was IE- 
formed that ho had been declared guilty, 
confessed. 
Confronted with the awful 


fact that the law had found him guilty 
of the'-grave crime and possibly influ- 
enced somewhat by religious conviction, 
the man broke down and admitted his 
offense. 


Today he began, in Waupun prison, a 


jail term of twenty-five years. He must 
pay the price—the 
maximum price— 


which society exacts for the crime which 
was his. Ignorant, unable to speak or 
write the English language, he goes to 
a life of confinement 
behind 
prison 


walls. 


Lakardure is a foreigner. There seems 


little doubt but that he is an undesir- 
able immigrant. The police and 
court 


books are full of records of such as he— 
not as bad perhaps—but of the type. 
Study the police books, the municipal 
court casos—the vast majority of those 
whose names appear there are foreign- 
ers. 


VWhy? The law is not grossly partial. 


Perhaps the fact that some immigrants 
from 
eastern 
and 
southern 
Eur- 


ope, 
coming 
from 
under 
undue 


restraint 
of 
oppressively 
parental 


yet 
negligent 
governments, 
into 


the freedom of American life, constru- 
ing our liberty to mean 
license, has 


something to do with our large propor- 
tion of foreign criminals. 


Such foreigners must be taught that 


liberty is not license. 
And American 


citizens roust teach them. The law is 
mandatory; it compels observance; but 
it is for the American people, by preach- 
ing, 
teaching and living the right con- 


ception of American freedom and life to 
inspire ignorant and 
untrained immi- 


grants to live the lives and realize the 
possibilities which American 
liberty 


guarantees. 


A CAUSE FOR REGRET 


Sometimes it is as well not to expose 


our woes to the public, but still there 
are occasions where it is not only well 
enough, but even desirable, for other- 
wise tho object aimed at 
might not 


know of it. 
The trouble is here: 
For 


many years every passenger train on th« 
Milwaukee division of the Chicago and 
Northwestern railroad has stopped at 
Racine, and as Racine is not only one 
of its most important stations, but the 
next largest to Milwaukee, tho reasons 
therefore wore easily seen. But this sig- 
nificance, it seems, has 
been 
partly 


marred from the unfortunate fact that 
in arranging anew the time of one of its 
trains from the north of Green' Bay to 
Chicago, through .Milwaukee, no 
stop 


was to be mado at Racine. This train, 
the only one in the long list of passen- 
ger trains, passes this city at 7:32 in 
the morning, making no other stop en- 
route to Chicago except at Wuukegan, 
where the engine slacks its thirst. An- 
other passenger stops at Racine at 7:43 
so in fact, nothing is really lost, only 
as the Northwestern cars arc 
always 


crowded this packs up the passengers 
all the more closely. This 7:32 train, on 
a summor time card, is flown as stop- 
ping at Racine ,at the same time—7:32, 
so in fact th« city has lost one train to 
Chicago. 


Racine will only have rogret because 


for onco in its municipal life a passen- 
ger train does not hail it as one of its 
stopping places. The time saved by giv- 
ing up Racine, its second largest revenue 


producing point is so insignificant that 
many citizens will hope the Northwest- 
ern will, restore Racine* to its map as 
relates to this particular train. 


WHY TAXES INCREASE 


Taxes are quite a percentage higher 


this year, so much so, our condition is 
being made subjects of special telegrams 
to outside papers. 
The following ap- 


pears in a late issue of the Chriitieji 
Science Monitor: 


•RACINE, Wis.—While city officials 


admit the total tax rate will be higher 
this. year than any period since 1901, 
they state that they are not accountable 
for the increase. 


"The rate of the city tax—that is the 


tax raised to pay the salaries of its of- 
ficials and the expenses incurred by the 
common council in the way of improve- 
ments—will remain' the same as it ha* 
been for tho past five years, $10 on every 
$1,000 assessment. 


"The school hoard has asked for a big 


increase, especially the state, which asks 
for ?2E,000 more than last year. 


"City Clerk Fowler has figured it out 


that the total rate will be close to S21.50 
per $1,000. It costs the tax payers more 
to pay the operating expenses of the 
state and county government and to 
keep the public schools going than it 
does all the other expenses put together." 


The costs of tho state are growing 


(iiiormous and late legislatures have ap- 
propriated money right and left regard- 
less of tho tax payers. Large amounts 
have been voted for objects that could 
have very well been dispensed with, and 
various expenditures have been wholly 
political in their nature!, The univer- 
sity i« a big tax eater and will become 
more and more so, with every passing 
year. The last legislature enacted over 
six hundred laws and in th(j past five 
sessions there have been in v>und num- 
bers not less than twenty-eijht hundred 
laws, with all this significantly apply- 
ing to the expenditures of the public 
funds. 


It is no surprise therefore to find in" 


the aggregate taxes 
growing 
heavier 


every year. 
It is not the 
needs of 


state, but the needs of politicians piling 
on the expenditures and the educational 
bug saddled with 
unwise compliance 


with demands of university authorities 
that has so largely increased our taxes. 


THE ROAD TAXES 


The road tax does seem a double tax 


but then as explained because Racine 
towns hod not taken advantage of the 
law. But three towns ha.ve voted this 
tax of $500, the county and state ap- 
propriating $500 additional. But if our 
county towns are so indifferent under 
workings of the present law there ap- 
pears no remedy, and the amount of road 
taxes levied upon this county gots in 
bulk elsewhere. Tbore must be some 
way to even this up, but than pretty 
muoh the same double tax, to call it such, 
applied to the school mill tax in which 
Racine and other counties has to con- 
tribute to certain other counties. 


The operations of this rood tax should 


be compulsory. There will never be any 
generally improved roadway systems un- 
til this principle is 
applied. 
Counties 


muitt lay out some more comprehensive 
plan with the state requirement such 
must connect with other county 
sys- 


tems. Then supervisors will be obliged 
to carry out the stat* law which they 
fail to do now in appointment o€ high- 
way commissioners, and then taxes will 
be levied upon all alike. There should be 
so much given by tho state for each half 
mile completed section, so much by the 
count}- and so much by the rc*d district. 
No special assessments should be per- 
mitted under any circumstances as this 
taxation method is nothing bnt legal pi- 
racy. As it is, until things 
can be 


ohanged, let every county at once get 
busy and vote for this road 
improve- 


ment. Improved roadways will mater- 
ially improve farm values and mater- 
ially cheapen cost of hauling form pro- 
ducts, saying nothing of the additional 
comfort.

1012- 
Japan's general treaties with the other 
powers, however, terminated in 1011, 
and the Japanese government express- 
ed an earnest desire to conduct the 
negotiations for a new treaty with the 
United States simultaneously with its 
negotiation's with the other powers.

The supplementary protocol to Tne 


Hapue convention for the establish- 
ment of an International prize court 
mentioned. In my last annual message, 
embodying stipulations providing for 
an alternative procedure whlcU would 
remove the constitutional objection to 
that port of The H:iptue convention 
which provides that there may be an 
appeal to the proposed court from tbe 


tariff law had proved a guaranty of 
continued commercial peace, .although. 
there were, unfortunately,

•where foreign governments dealt ar- 
bitrarily with American interests with- 
in their jurisdiction In a manner in- 
jurious and inequitable. 
During the 


past year some Instances- of -discrimi- 
natory treatment have been removed, 
but I regret'to-say that there remain a 
few cases of dlffe"rential treatment ad- 
verse to the commerce of the United 
States. While none of these instances 
now appears to amount to undue dis- 
crimination In the sense of section 2 
of the tariff law of Ang. 5, 1909, they 
are all exceptions to that complete de- 
gree of equality of tariff treatment 
that the department of state ha's con- 
sistently sought to obtain for Ameri- 
can commerce abroad. 


While the double tariff feature of the 


tariff law of 1909 has' been amply justi- 
fied by the results achieved In remov- 
ing former and preventing new undue 
discriminations agamst American'com- 
merce, it is believed that the time has 
come for the amendment of this fea- 
ture of tbe law in such way as to 
provide a graduated mcaos of meet- 
ing varying degrees of discriminatory 
treatment of American commerce In 
foreign countries as well as to pro- 
tect the financial interests abroad of 
American citizens against arbitrary 
and Injurious treatment on tbe part of 
foreign governments through either 
legislative or administrative measures.

The Anti-truit 
Low—The Supreme 


Court Decisions. 


In May last the supreme court hand- 


ed down decisions in the salts la equi- 
ty brought by the United States to en- 
Join the further maintenance of the 
Standard Oil trust and of the Ameri- 
can Tobacco trust and to secure their 
dissolution. The decisions are epoch 
making and serve to advise the busi- 
ness world authoritatively of 
the 


scope and operation of the anti-trust 
act of 1880. The decisions do not de- 
part In any substantial way from tho 
previous decisions of the court la con- 
atrulBg and applying this important 
statute, bot they clarify thone deci- 
nlona by further defining tbe already 
admitted exceptions to tbe literal con- 
struction of the act. By the decrees 
they furnish a useful precedent an to 
the proper method of dealing with the 
capital and property of Illegal trusts. 
These decisions suggest tbe need and 
irisdom of additional or supplemental 
legislation to make it easier for the 
entire business community to square 
,with the rule of action and legality 
thus finally established and to pre- 
serve th« benefit, freedom and spur of 
reasonable competition without loss of 
real, efficiency or progress. 
No Change In the Rule of Decision, 


Merely In Itt Form of Expression. 
The statute in its first section de- 


clares to be Illegal "every contract, 
combination In the form of trust or 
otherwise or conspiracy In restraint 
of trade or commerce among the sev- 
eral states or with foreign nations 
end in the second declares guilty of a 
misdemeanor "every person who shall 
monopolize or attempt to monopolize 
or combine or conspire with any other 
person to monopolize any part of the 
trade or commerce of the several states 
or with foreign nations." 


In two early cases, where the statute 


rwas invoked to enjoin a transporta- 
tion rate agreement between inter- 
state railroad companies. It wns held 
that it was no defense to show that 


of the statute. 'This la wholly untrue; 
A reasonable restraint of trade at com- 
mon law is well understood and If 
clearly defined. It does not rest in the 
discretion of the court. It must be 
limited to accomplish the purpose of a 
lawful main contract to which in order 
that it shall be enforceable at all it 
must be incidental. 
If it exceed the 


needs of that contract it is void. 


The test of reasonableness was never 


applied by the court at comman law 
to contracts or combinations or con- 
spiracies in restraint of trade whose 
purpose was or whose necessary effect 
would be to stifle competition, to con- 
trol prices or,-establish monopolies. 
The courts never assumed power to 
•ay that such contracts or combina- 
tions or conspiracies might be lawful 
if the parties to them were only mod- 
erate in the use of the power thus se- 
cured and did not exact from the pub- 
lic too great and exorbitant prices. It 
is true that many theorists and others 


ngaged in business violating the gtat- 
te have hoped that some such line 
ould be drawn by courts, but no court 
f authority has ever attempted it 
Certainly there i» nothing in the deci- 
lons of the latest two cases from 
which such a dangerous theory of ju- 


Iclal discretion In enforcing this stat- 
ite can derive the slightest sanction. 
Force and Effectiveness of Statute a 


.Matter of Growth. 


We have been twenty-one years mak- 


ing this statute effective for the pur- 


OT for which it was enacted. The 


vnlght case was discouraging and 
eemed to remit to the states the whole 
available power to attack and suppress 
the evils of the trusts. Slowly, howev- 
jr, the error of that Judgment was cor- • 
reeled, and only in the last three or 
our years has the heavy hand of the 
ow been laid upon the great Illegal 
combinations that have exercised such 
an absolute dominion over many of our 
ndnstries. Criminal prosecutions have 
>een brouKht. and a number are pend- 
ng, but juries have felt averse to con- 
victing for jail sentences and judges 
have been most reluctant to impose 
such sentences on men of respectable 
standing in society whose offense hag 
been regarded us merely statutory. 
Still, UK the offense becomes better un- 
derstood and the committing of it par- 
takes more of studied and deliberate 
defiance of the law we can be confi- 
dent that juries will convict individu- 
als and that jail sentences will be im- 
posed. 
The Remedy In Equity by Dissolution. 


In the Standard Oil case the supreme 


and circuit courts fouud the combina- 
tion to 'be a monopoly of the Interstate 
business of reflninc, transporting and 
marketing petroleum and its products, 
effected nnd maintained through thir- 
ty-seven different corporations, the 
stock of which -was hekl by a New Jer- 
sey company. It In effect commanded 
the dissolution of this combination, di- 
rected the transfer and pro rata dlstrl- • 
butlon by the New Jersey company of 
the stoclc held by It in the thirty-seven 
corporations to and among its stock- 
holders, nnd the corporations and indi- 
vidual defendnntH were enjoined from 
conspiring or combining to restore 
such monopoly, and nil agreements be- 
tween tie subsidiary corporations tend- 
ing to produce or bring about further 
violations of the act were enjoined. 


In the tobacco case the court found 


that the individual defendants, twen- 
ty-nine In number, had been engaged 
in a successful effort to acquire com- 
plete dominion over tbe manufacture, 
sale and distribution of tobacco in this 
country and abroad and that this had 
been done by combinations made with 


purpose and effect to stifle competi- 


tion, control prices and establish a 
monopoly, not only in the manufacture 
of tobacco, but also of tin foil and lic- 
orice used in its manufacture and of 


the agreement as to rates complained 
of was reasonable at common law, be- 
cause it was said that the sratute was 
directed ngalnst all contracts and com- 
toinations in restraint of trade, whether 
reasonable at common law or not. It 
was plain from the record, however, 
that the contracts complained of In 
those cases would not have been deem 
ed reasonable at common law. In sub- 
sequent cases the court said that the 
etatute should be given a reasonable 
construction and refused to include 
within Its inhibition certain contrac- 
tual restraints of trade which It de- 
nominated as incidental or as indirect 


These cases of restrant of trade that 


the court eicepted from tbe operation 
of the statute were Instances which 
at common law would have been call 
cd reasonable. In th* Standard Oil 
and tobacco cases, therefore, the court 
merely adopted the tests of the com- 
jnon law nnd in defining exceptions to 
the literal application of the statute 
only substituted for the test of being 
Incidental or indirect that of being 
reasonable, and this without varying 
In the slightest tbe actual scope and 
«ffect of tlie statute. In other words, 
nil the cases under the statute which 
•have now been decided would have 
•been decided the same way If the 
court had originally accepted in its 
construction tbe rule at common law. 


It has been said that the court by in- 


troducing into the construction of the 
Btntute common law distinctions has 
emnsculnted It. This is obviously un- 
true. By Its Judgment every contract 
nnd combination in restraint of inter- 
state trade mnde with the purpose or 
necessary effect of controlling prices 
by stifling competition or of establish- 
ing In whole or in part a monopoly of 
fcucb trade is condemned by tbe stat- 
ute. The most extreme critics cauaot 
Instance « cnse thnt ought to be con- 
flemnod under tbe statute which Is not 
brought within Its terms as thus con- 
Btroed. 
The suggestion is also made that the 


supreme court by its decision in the 
last two cases has committed to the 
court tbe undefined and unlimited d4s. 
cretion to determine whether a case of 
restraint of trade is within the terms 


Its products of cigars, cigarettes and 
snuffs. The tobacco suit presented a 
far more complicated and difficult case 
than the Standard Oil suit for a decree 
which would effectuate the will of the 
court and end the violation of the stat- 
ute 
There was here no single hold- 


Ing company, as in the .case of the 
Standard Oil trust. The main company 
was the American Tobacco company. 
a manufacturing, selling; and holding 
company. 
The plan adopted to de- 


stroy the combination and restore com- 
petition involved tbe redivislou of tbe 
capital and plants of the whole trust 
between some of the companies con, 
stituting the trust and new companies 
organized for the purposes of the de- 
cree and made parties to it and num- 
bering, new and old, fourteen. 


Situation After Readjustment. 


The American Tobacco company 


(old), readjusted capital $02,000,000; 
the Liggett & Meyers Tobacco company 
(new), capital $67,000,000; the P. Lortl- 
lard company (new), capital $47,000,- 
000. and the K. J. Reynolds Tobacco 
company (old), capital $7,525,000, arc 
chiefly engaged in the manufacture 
and sale of chewing and smoking to- 
bacco and cigars. The former one tin 
foil company Is divided into two, one 
of $825,000 capital and the other of 
$400.000. 
The one snuff company is 


divided Into three companies, one with 
a capital of $15,000,000, another with a 
capital of $8,000,000 and a third with 
a capital of $8,000,000. The licorice 
companies are two, one with a capital 
of $5,758,300 and another with a capi- 
tal of $2,000,000. There is also the 
British-American Tobacco company, a 
British corporation, doing business 
abroad with a capital of $26,000,000, 
the Porto Rlcan Tobocco company, 
with a capital of $1,800,000. and the 
corporation of United CJgar Stores, 
with a capital of $6,000.000. 


Under this arrangement each of tbe 


different felads of business will be dis- 
tributed between two or more compa- 
nies with a division of the prominent 
brands in the same tobacco products, 
so aa to make competition not only 
possible, but necessary. 
Thus the 


smoldng tobacco business of the coun- 
try 1» divided so that the present in. 


dependent' companies have 21.39 p« 
cent, while the American Tobacco com- 
pany will have SS.08 per cent.,the Lig- 
gett & Meyers 20.06 per cent, the Loril- 
lard company 22.82 per cent and the 
Reynold* company 2.66 .per cent • The 
stock of the other thirteen companies, 
both preferred and common, has been 
taken from the defendant American 
Tobacco company and baa been dis- 
tributed among its stockholders. All 
covenants restricting competition have 
been declared nuli and further per- 
formance of them has been enjoined. 
The preferred stock of the different 
companies has now been given voting 
power.which was denied it under the 
old organization. The ratio of the pre- 
ferred stock to the common was as 78 
to 40. This constitutes a very decided 
change in the character of the owner- 
ship and control of each company. 


In the original suit there wera twen- 


ty-nine defendants, who were charged 
with being the conspirators through 
whom the illegal combination acquired 
and exercised its unlawful dominion. 
Under the decree these defendants will 
hold amounts of stock In the various 
distributee companies ranging from 41 
per cent as a maximum to 28V4 per 
cent as a minimum, except In the case 
of one small company, the Porto Rtcan 
Tobacco company, in which they will 
hold 45 per cent The twenty-nine In- 
dividual defendants are enjoined for 
three years from buying any stock ex- 
cept from each other, and the group is 
thus prevented from extending its con- 
trol during that period. All parties to 
the suit and the new companies who 
ere made parties are enjoined parpet- 
ually from in any way effecting any 
combination between any of the com- 
panies in violation of the,:statute by 
way of resumption of the old trust. 
Each of the fourteen companies is en- 
joined from acquiring stock in any of 
the others. 
All these companies are 


enjoined from .having common direc- 
tors or officers, or common buying or 
selling agents, or common offices, or 
lending money to each other. 


Size of New Companies. 


Objection was made by certain in- 


dependent tobacco companies that this 
settlement was unjust because "it left 
companies with very large capital in 
active business and that the settle- 
ment that would be effective to put all 
on an equality would be a division of 
the capital and plant of the trust into 
small fractions In amount more near- 
ly equal to that of each of the inde- 
pendent companies. This contention 
results from a misunderstanding of 
the anti-trust law and Its purpose. It 
is not Intended thereby to prevent the 
accumulation of large capital in busi- 
ness enterprises In which such a com- 
bination can secure reduced cost of 
production, sale and distribution. It 
Is directed against such an aggrega- 
tion of capital only when Its purpose 
is that of stifling competition, enhanc 
ing or controlling prices and establish- 
ing a monopoly. If we shall have by 
tbe decree defeated these purposes 
and restored competition between the 
large units into which the capital and 
plant have been divided we shall have 
accomplished the useful purpose of 
the statute. 
Confiscation Not the Purpose of the 


Statute. 


It Is not the purpose of the statute 


to confiscate the property nnd capital 
of the offending trusts. 
Methods of 


punishment by fine or imprisonment 
of tbe Individual offenders, by fine of 
the corporation or by forfeiture of its 
goods in transportation nre provided, 
but the proceeding In equity Is a spe- 
cific remedy to stop the operation of 
the trust by Injunction and prevent 
the future use of the plant and capital 
Jn violation of tbe statute. 


Effectiveness of Decree. 


I venture to say that not In the his- 


tory of American law has a decree 
more effective for such a purpose been 
entered by a ceurt than that against 
the tobacco trust 
As Circuit Judge 


Noyes said in his judgment approving 
the decree: 


"The extent to which it has been 


necessary to tear apart this combina- 
tion and force it Into new forms with 
the attendant burdens ought to demon- 
strate thnt tbe federal anti-trust statute 


In ownership of th* stock, as all op- 
portunity 'lor continued co-operation 
must disappear. 
Those critics who 


speak of this disintegration in the trust 
as aiiere change of garments have not 
given consideration to tbe inevitable

Voluntary Reorganisations of Other 


Trusts at Hand. 


The effect of these two decisions has 
d1 to decrees dissolving the cemblna- 
ion

amps, a southern wholesale grocers' 
association, an interlocutory decree 
against the powder trust, with direc- 
tions by the circuit court compelling 
dissolution, and other combinations of 
i similar history are now negotiating 
with the department of justice looking 
to a disintegration by. decree and re- 
organization "in accordance with law, 
It seem* possible to bring about these 
reorganizations without general busi- 
ness disturbance. 
Movement For Repeal of th« Anti- 


trust Law. 


But BOW that the anti-trust act Is 


seen to be effective for the accomplish- 
ment of the purpose of Its enactment 
we are met by a erf from many differ- 
ent quarters for Its repeal. It is said 
to be obstructive of business progress, 
to be an attempt to rwtore old fash- 
ioned methods of destructive competi- 
tion between small nnlts and to make 
Impossible those useful cembtnutions 
of capital and the reduction of the cost 
of production that are essential to con- 
tinued prosperity and normal growth. 


In the recent decisions the supreme 


court makes clear that there Is noth- 
inc in the statute <wbich condamna 
combinations of capital or mere big- 
ness of plant organized to secore econ- 
omy. In production and a reduction of 
Its cost It Is only when the purpose 
or necessary effect of the organization 
and maintenance of the combination 
or the aggregation of Immense size are 
the stifling of competition, actual and 


the disturbance' to business that would 
probably attend tbe dissolution of these 
offending trusts. I said: 
."But such, an investigation and pos- 
sible prosecution of corporations whose 
prosperity or destruction affects the 
comfort not only of stockholders, but 
of millions of wage earners, employees 
and associated tradesmen, must neces- 
sarily tend to disturb 'the confidence 
of the business.community, to dry up 
the now flowing sources of capital 
from its places of hoarding nnd pro- 
duce a bait in onr present prosperity 
that will cause smffering and strained 
circumstances among the 
innocent 


many for the faults of the guilty few. 
The qaestJon which I wish la 'this 
message to bring clearly to the con- 
sideration and discussion of congress 
la whether, in order to avoid such a 
possible business danger, something 
cannot be done by which these busi- 
ness combinations may be offered a 
means, without great financial dis- 
turbance, of changing the character, 
organization and extent of their busi- 
ness into one within the lines of the 
law under federal control and super- 
vision, securing compliance with the 
anti-trust statute. 


"Generally in the Industrial combina- 


tions called 'trosts' the principal busi- 
ness Is the sale of goods in many states 
and in foreign markets—in other words, 
the Interstate and foreign business far 
exceeds the business done in any one 
state. Tbls fact will justify the fed- 


for violations .of the la-?- as would be 
practical or wise. 


Such a bureau or commission, might 


well be invested also with the duty i 
already referred to of -aiding courts 
la the dissolution and recreation of 
trusts withm the law. It should be an 
executive tribunal of the dignity and 
power of the comptroller of the cur- 
rency or the Interstate commerce com- 
mission, which now exercises supervis- 
ory power over important classes of I 
corporations under federal regulation. | 


The drafting of such a federal in-: 


corporation law would offer ample op-' 
portunlty to prevent many manifest, 
evils in corporate management today, i 
Including irres"ponsl,billty of control Ini 
ffie bands of the fsw who are not the; 
real owners. 


Incorporation Voluntary. 


I recommend that tbe federal chat- 


ters thus to be granted shall be volun- 
tary, at least until experience justifies | 
mandatory provisions.

Lack of Dkfiniteness In the Statute. 
The complaint is made of the stat- 


ute that it Is not sofflciently definite 
In Its description of that which is for- 
bidden to enable business men to avoid 
its violation. The suggestion is that 
we may have a combination of two | 
corporations which may run on for \ 
years and that subsequently the at- ; 
torney general may conclude that It 
was a violation of the statute and that 
which was supposed by the combiners 
to be innocent then turns out to be a 
combination In violation of the statute. , 
The answer to this hypothetical case 
is that when men attempt to amass 
such stupendous capital as will enable 
them to suppress competition, control 
prices and establish 'a monopoly they 
know the purpose of their acts. Men 
do not do such a thing without having 
• 


It clearly In mind. If what they do is > 
merely for the purpose of reducing the : 
cost of production, without the thought 
of suppressing competition by use of the . 
bigness of the plant they are creating. 
then they cannot be convicted at the 
time the union is made, nor can they ' 
be convicted later unless It happen j 
that later on they conclude to sup- 
press competition and take the asual 
methods for doing so and thus estab- 
lish for themselves a monopoly. They 
can in such a case bardly complain if 
the motive which subsequently is dlo- 
closed is attributed by tbe court to the 
original combination. 


Now Remediee Suggested. 


Much Is said of the repeal Of this 


The opportunity thus suggested for 


federal incorporation, it seems to me, 
is suitable constructive 
legislation 


needed to facilitate the squaring of 
great Industrial enterprises to the rule 
of action laid down by tbe anti-trust 
law. This statute as construed by the 
supreme court must ceotinue to be the 
Itae of distinction for. legitimate busi- 
ness. It must bo enforced unless we 
are to banish individualism from all 
business and reduce It to one common 
system of regulation or control of 
prices like that which now prevails 
with respect to public utilities and 
which when applied to all business 
would be a long- step toward state so- 
cialism. 


Importance of the Anti-trust Act. 
The anti-trust act is the expression 


of the effort of a freedom loving peo- 
ple to preserve equality of opportunity- 
It Is the result of the confident deter- 
mination of such a people to maintain 
their future growth by preserving un- 
controlled and unrestricted the enter- 
prise of the individual, his industry, 
his Ingenuity, his Intelligence and hla 
Independent courage. 


For twenty years or more thl* stat- 


ute has been upon the statute book. 
All knew its general purpose and ap- 
proved. 
Many of its violators were 


cynical over Its assumed Impotence. 
It seemed Impossible of enforcement 
Slowly the mills of the courts ground, 
and only gradually did the majesty of 
the law assert Itself. 
Many of its 


statesmen-authors died before it be- 
came a living force, and they and oth- 
ers saw the evil grow which they had 
hoped to destroy. Now Its efficacy Is 
se«n; now Its power Is heavy: now Its 
object Is near achievement Now we 
hear the call for its repeal on the plea 
that it Interferes with business pros- 
perity, and we Rre advised In most 
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____ confirmed by our experience since ; general*™ how by^me other stat- 
the enforcement of the anti-trust stat-

corporations, has made It ea- 
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effective results, which so long as it 
stands olj the statute books muct be 
obeyed and which cannot be disobey- 
ed without incurring fan-caching pen- 
alties. And. on the other hand, the 
successful reconstruction of this or- 
ganization should teach that the-effect 
of enforcing this statute is not t'o de- 
stroy, but to reconstruct: not 'to de- 
molish, but to recreate In accordance 
with the conditions which the congress 
has declared shall exist among the 
people of the United States." 


Common Stook Ownership. 


It has been assumed that the pres- 


ent pro rata and common ownership in 
nil these companies by former stock- 
holders of. the 'trust would Insure a 
continuance of the same old single con- 
trol of all the .companies' Into which 
the trust has by decree been disinte- 
grated. This IB erroneous and Is based 
upon the assumed Inefflcncy and Jnnec- 
uousness of Judicial Injunctions. The 
companies are enjoined from co-opera- 
tion or combination; they tave differ- 
ent managers, directors, purchasing 
and sales agents. If all or many o* 
the numerous stockholders, reaching 
into the thousands, attempt to secure 
concerted action of the companies with 
a view to tb« control of the market 
their number is to large that suci an 
attempt could not well be concealed, 
and its prime movers and all It« partic- 
ipants would be at once subject to con- 
tempt proceedings and Imprisonment 
of a summary character. The immedi- 
ate result of tbe present situation will 
Decessarily be activity'by all the com- 
panies under different managers, «Bd 
then competition-must follow or there 
will be .activity by one company and 
stagnation by another. Only a short

But did It not stop 


for all time tbe then powerful move- 
ment toward the control of all the 
railroads of the country In a single 
hand? Such a oue man power could 
not have been a healthful influence In 
tow republic, even though exercised 
under the genera! supervision of an 
Interstate commission. 


Do we desire to make such ruthtess 


combinations and monopolies lawful? 
When all energies are directed, not to- 
ward the reduction of the cost of pro- 
duction for the public benefit .by a 
healthful competition, but toward new 
ways and means for making perma- 
nent in a few hands the absolute con- 
trol of the conditions and prices pre- 
vailing In Hse whole field of Industry, 
then Individual enterprise aad effort 
will be-paralyzed and the spirit of 
commercial freedom will be dead.
